The present legislative and Congressional

We print this morning a very comprehen- 

sive and interesting compilation of facts and 
figures on the subject of Municipal Indebt- 
edness in Illinois, furnished by a special cor- 
respondent who has been successful, by dint 
of great pains and patience, in the collection 
of a large quantity of valuable statistics, the 
accuracy of which is assured from the fact that 
the information has been obtained wholly from 
official suurces. The figures presented show 
the debts owing by fifty of the leading 
cities of Illinois at the present time as com- 
pared with their indebtedness ten years ago, 
together with a comparative statement of 
their assessed valuation of property, rate 
and amount of taxation, and population for 
1866 and 1876. The subject of municipal 
debt and taxation was deemed of such im- 
portance as to form a conspicuous part of 
the inaugural of Gov. Cutitom, who directed 
the attention of the Legislature to the im- 
perfect manner in which municipal matters 
are matiaged in Illinois in the following lan- 
guage: 
There is no law for collecting and publishing the 
statistics of the local and municipal indebtedness 
of the State. I believe it would have a wholesome 
and restraining influence if such a provision were 
made. 


Our present system, as applied to the collection 

of municipal taxes particniarly, is so imperfect 
that not only the taxes so far as collected borne 
unequally, buf the finance and credit of many 
municipalities are heedlessly embarrassed and im- 
psired to such an extent in several instances as to 
seriously obstruct the discharge of the necessary 
municipal duties. 
The necessity of immediate action of the 
kind suggested by Gov. Colon is forcibly 
indicated by the information presented in 
our columns this morning.

RESTORATION OF BUSINESS. 
The President has communicated to Con- 


gress his views upon the speedy resumption 
of specie payments, and his arguments, sus- 
tained by facts, are irresistible. The green- 
backs have advanced in value until they are 
within 5 cents of par in gold. The Presi- 
dent points out the fact that during the last 
two years there has been a change in our 
trade, and that our imports of gold and 
silver now exceed our exports. At the same 
time we have in addition the productions of 
our mines. Our store of precious metals is 
therefore increasing from the two sources at 
the rate of $60,000,000a year. This amount 
of gold and silver in coin and bullion is ac- 
cumulating; but it is not of any avail so 
long as there is a cheaper currency of equal 
value as a legal-tender. Though the coin is 
accamulating, it is not in use, and will not 
be put in use until the paper money is either 
withdrawn or becomes exchangeable for the 
metal. The President thinks, and wisely. 
too, that Congress should remove whatever 
obstruction may be in the way of having the 
metallic and paper currency brought to 
equivalent values. The President urges 
such action by Congress as will enable this 
income of $60,000,000 of gold and silver 
annually, beside what is held already in the 
country, to enterinto general use, and not 
continue, as now, to be hoarded. He advises, 
then, thatthe Secretary of the Treasury be 
authorized to exchange $150,000,000 4 per 
cent bonds, having forty years to run, for 
greenbacks. No one questions that the effect 
of the passage of such an act would be to put 
the greenbacks at par at once, and immedi- 
ately release the whole volume of gold and 


| silver in the country. Nominally, the retire- 


ment of that amount of greenbacks would be 
a contraction of the currency, but, as the 
bonds will take the place of the coin and of 
the greenbacks now held as reserve in the 
banks, and as such reserve will serve all the 
purposes of currency, the contraction will be 
in name rather than in substance. 

In England, when the date for the resump- 
tion of specie payments was fixed, the law 
provided an increasing scale of value at 
which the notes should be redeemed. We 
have not the exact rates laid down in 
this scale, but practically the law provided 
that after a certain date they should be 
redeemed, say at 80 ; then, after an interval, 
at 85 ; and so on at an increased fate, until 
the date fixed for redemption at par. The 
fact was, that, when time came for re- 
demption at 80, the ts declined to part 
with them at that rate, as in a short time 
they would be worth 85, and so on, the in- 
creasing rate for redemption furnishing a lib- 
eral interest to the holders. Finally, when

The investigation pending by Mr. Davip 
Dun Frs Committee has thus far 
brought to the surface three specimen 
Democratic reformers,—Mappox, Picxrrr, 
and LirrLerreLD,—who must have delighted 
Mr. Frexp’s heart to a degree that he has not 
experienced before since the days of his 
association, as companion and counsel, with 
that other eminent Democratic reformer, 
Boss TwWIrb. It will not be unprofitable to 
briefly review their antecedents and present 
operations, with the view of discovering the 
qualifications of an average Democratic re- 
former, and the modus operandi of the 
patriots who were so eager for a change. 

Mappox is a native of Maryland, and 
during the War of the Rebellion was acting 
as a scout between Richmond and Washing- 
ton, and in some manner obtained a Treas- 
ury permit for trading in tobacco. One lot 
of tobacco was either destroyed by the army 
or it mysteriously disappeared on the ap- 
proach of the army te Richmond, and for 
this lot Mappox put in a claim for $400,000, 
which has been pending for years. In con- 
nection with this claim it may be stated that 
one Yerczr, who murdered Caanz in Missis- 
sippi, had an interest in it, and Mrs. Yenazsz, 
through Mappvox’s importunities, mortgaged 
her property to help carry it through. 
Yeroer, meanwhile, having died, Mrs. 
Yerczer and family are now in a stato of 
destitution. Mappox’s' tobacco-smuggling 
operations did not end here. It now appears 
that Col. Drrrr, of Baltimore, one of the 
Commission appointed by the President to 
go to New Orleans, has some knowledge of 
this precious reformer. While Col. Drrrry 
was in the Confederate army, the sum of 
$40,000 was raised to buy clothing for that 
army. The amount was invested in tobacco 
and sent to Mappox, who agreed to sell it 
and return the proceeds in clothing. The 
detail accompanying the tobacco, however, 
returned and reported it seized by United 
States troops upon information furnished by 
Mappox. Mr. Manpox’s record is not con- 
fined to tobacco. In 1870 he turns up asa 
negotiator of forged certificates of stock 
issued by the Secretary of the Par- 
kersburg Branch Railroad, for which 
he was indicted by a Grand Jury and subse- 
quently discharged. After his discharge he 
challenged the attorney who advised his ar- 
rest. The attorney declined the challenge. 
Mappox posted him as acoward. The at- 
torney retorted by printing a card explaining 
Mappox’s connection with the fraudulent 
negotiations, and Manpox was silenced. This 
man, tobacco-smuggler, spy, defrauder, and 
forged-railroad-bonds negotiator, now turns 
up as a Democratic reformer; who was will- 
ing to sell out the vote of Louisiana to either 
party, stipulating only that he should have a 
right to a part of the usufruct. 

Democratic Reformer No. 2 is Picxert, 
the pure, pious, and patriotic. PuicxerT 
from the outset has been a chevalier of for- 
tune living upon his wits, a somewhat scant 
stock of piety and patriotism, and a colossal 
quantity of brass. He served under Kos- 
sUTH, was in the Mexican army with Santa 
Anna, had arovingcommissionfrom Wakxxn, 
the Nicaragua filibuster, was concerned in 
the Cuban raids, and finally turned up in 
Confederate army. After the War he sol 
out the archives of the Confederacy to the 
United States Government for $75,000, 
which sum he devoted to the widows and 
orphans of the Scuth! Once embarked in 
the widow supply, his heart expanded and 
warmed towards them, and, in company with 
the virtuous Mappox, he concocted a new 
scheme for their benefit. He visits the Dem- 
ocratie statesmen and negotiates with 
them for the sale of the vote of 
Louisiana to Tun. He offers it to 
Mr. Hewrrr for $550,000, and subsequently 
to the Hon. Joun Monntssnr, the eminent 
Democratic Reformer, for $1,000,000. He 
wants them to understand this operation is 
not for himself. “ Damn my interests,” says 
the pious Proxerr; think of the interests 
of 40,000,000 people.” Nevertheless he

TIONS. 

Senator Kron has introduced a bill to 
restore so much of the Registry law as was 
repealed in 1874, which included the pro. 
visions applying to municipal election. But 
Mr. E. L. Cronxrrre (Dem.), of the Galena 
District, introduced into the House on Satur- 
day a bill to repeal what remains of the law, 
and to have no registry of voters at any elec- 
tion, whether State or local. Not satisfied 
with that movement in behalf of ballot-box 
stuffing, repeating, and false voting, he in- 
troduced a bill changing the law relative to 
the swearing of the vote of a challenged 
voter. The bill provides that it shall be suf- 
ficient for the vouching witness to make affi- 
davit that he has resided in the State one 
year. The present law requires that he shall 
have resided in the district or precinct for 
one year. 

The intention of the present law is to pre- 
vent perjuring loafers and professional 
swearers, picked out of rum-oles, from be- 
ing detailed by Election Committees and 
candidates to stand at any polls and vouch 
as witnesses for all the repeaters and non- 
voters who may be sent to them. It is very 
clear from the two bills introduced by this 
member that he wants to sweep away every 
remaining safeguard to the purity of the bal- 
lot-box, and to remove every obstruction that 
impedes the operations of repeaters and 
stuffers. His bills ought to be entitled, 
Bills to aid ballot- box stuffers, and to facili- 
tate the swearing-in of fraudulent votes.” 
Repeaters and ballot-box stuffers are 
villains, and, when caught and convict- 
ed, they are criminals. What shall a 
member be called who tries to have laws 
repealed which are designed to protect the 
ballot-box from corruption; and to have 
laws enacted, the effect of which would be 
to aid and encourage scoundrels to cast 
fraudulent votes? Is it too much to call 
such legislators bad, evil-minded men? 
Elections controlled by fraudulent means 
and votes are too frequent now. What kind 
of elections would there be when all preven- 
tion to frauds is broken down and repealed ? 
Every attack on the purity of elections is a 
blow struck at the very foundation of self-gov- 
ernment. Corrupt elections are treasonable 
acts, and should be punished with eertainty, 
celerity, and severity. It is the duty of the 
General Assembly to devise better safe- 
guards against false voting and fraudulent 
counting; and it is the duty of every honest 
and right-minded citizen to denounce those 
members who plot and work to repeal or 


weaken the laws protecting the purity of 


elections. 


BALLOT-BOX STUFFING IN MISSISSIPPI. 

The testimony of Mr. J. T. Lauczsrzs, 
President af the Hines County (Mississippi) 
Board of Registers, taken before the Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections on 
Saturday last, helps to explain the manner in 
which the Democrats obtained their colossal 
majority by fixing the ballot-boxes. Accord- 
ing to his testimony, which there is no 
reason to doubt, a meeting of leading Dem- 
ocrats” of Hines County was held a few 
days before the election, at which it was pro- 
posed to furnish one of the Democratic 
judges of election at each polling-place with 
a duplicate key to the ballot-box. In accord- 
ance with this proposition he furnished fif- 
teen duplicate keys to fifteen of the judges, 
all of whom were Democrats, In answer to 
a question, the witness said: I suppose my 
idea was that, if there were toomany Repub- 
lican votes in a ballot-box, the key was to 
open the box, that Republican votes might 
be taken out and Democratic votes substi- 
stuted in their stead.” This sample of Dem- 
ocratic ballot-box stuffing is even too much 
for the Chicago Times, which is forced to 
admit that ‘‘ the art of fixing ballot-boxes is 
as well understood in some parts of Missis- 
sippi as it was in the South Town of Chica- 
go when Davz Txornton made a jack- 
pot” of the votes on the celebrated occasion 
that has kept Mrxe Evans busy with litiga- 
tion so long”; and that Mr. Lzcesrzr’s 
story may serve in some degree to explain 
the rather phenomenal Democratic majority 
returned at the November election in Missis- 
sippi.” 

Hines County, where this infamous out- 
rage was perpetrated, is naturally one of the 
strongest Republican counties in the State. 
In the election of 1872 it gave Grant 4,115 
votes and Gum 1,539. In the election 
of State officers in 1875 it gave the Repub- 
lican candidate for Treasurer 2,321 and the 
Democratic candidate 3,836. At the last 
election it gave Hayes 1,474 and Tunes 
4,508. Now mark the changes. Under the 
operations of the rifle-clubs the 
vote of 1872 was reduced in 1875 from 4,115 
to 2,321, and the Demoeratie vote increased 
from 1,539 to 3,836. The fifteen 
keys in the possession of fifteen Democratic 
judges last fall, however, worked still better. 
In place of the Republican vote of 4,115 in 
1872, Hayes received but 1,474, while the 
Democratic vote of 1,539 in 1872 was swelled 
to 4,508 for Tun, thus showing that 
ballot-box stuffing was a more effective Dem- 
Ocratic agency in the elections than the rifle- 
clubs. And yet this very class of men who 
carried Louisiana by both methods are now 
disputing the result in that State. The out- 
rage in is infamows ; but what a 
depth of infamy it must have reached to call 
down upon it the condemnation of the

TAXING CORN. 


If it ever was true that Cotton is King, it | 
is not so now. The total value of last year’s | 


cotton crop of 4,750,000 bales was about 
$250,000,00@ but the corn crop of 1, 298, 
000,000 bushels, at the average price of 
about 45 cents a bushel, is worth to this 
country no less than $583,000,000." It makes 
the largest single item in our agricultaral 
product, and our agricultural product fur- 


nishes, in round numbers, about $4,000,000,- |

year by American labor. Cotton was King. 


Corn is now a greater King. But, though 
. 


Corn is King of Kings, it has to pay tribute 
on every hand. Middlemen eat deeper into 
the farmer's substance than the grasshopper, 
and the politicians, with their subsidies, 
bounties, protective duties, and the 
like, eat deeper than the rs 
hopper and the middlemen together. 
There is but one thing of which 
the farmer gets the lion’s share, — taxation. 
Although the producers of corn are the most 
numerous class in the country, their interests 
are less consulted in legislation than those 
of any other. For instance, leaving out of 
view the wider questions suggested above, 
consider the injury done to the farmer by 
the present law taxing distilled spirits. Al- 
cohol is an indispensable agent in the manu- 
facture of varnishes, ether, chloroform, per- 
fumes, and many other chemical compounds. 
In Great Britain alcohol destined for use in 
the arts and manufactures is free from the 
internal-revenue tax imposed on that which 
is to go into beverages. The simple device 
of compelling the manufacturers of alcohol 
which is to be ‘used im the arts to 
it with a distillation from wood, 
called methyl, changing it into a 
‘* wood alcohol,” thereby destroying its fit- 
ness to drink without injuring it for indus- 
trial purposes, protects the Government 
from fraud, and gives to industry an impor- 
tant raw material free of tax. In this coun- 
try every gallon of alcohol used in manufac- 
tures and arts must pay 90 cents of excise, 
or 500 per cent on prime cost. The manu- 
factures dependent on it are greatly embar- 
rassed, and their development is hindered. 
The demand for alcohol from these sources 
is kept down to a minimum point, and, as 
alcohol is made of corn, the farmers lose 
just so much of what might be an extensive 
and remunerative market. Cotton goes into 
the arts in this country free of all Federal 
taxation, and consequently the cotton-plant- 
er has the widest possible market, and a rel- 
atively high price for his product. Why 
should this discrimination be made between 
the corn-planter and the cotton-planter ? 

But this blind and foolish assessment up- 
on alcohol employed in the arts is not the 
only injurious discrimination made against 
the corn-growers and the commerce of the 
country. We shall point out ahother and 
more flagrant case in a subsequent article.

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THE SECOND REGIMENT. 
INSPECTION REPORT. 

FLEADQUARTERS ILLINOIS State GuaRps, Ix- 
SPECTOR-GENERAL’S DEPARTMENT, CHICAGO, 
Jan. 31.—Special Order No. 3; The following 
extract from the annual report of the Inspector- 
General, of date Dec. 81, 1876, concerning the 
Second Regiment of Infantry, is hereby pub- 
lished for the information of the regiment: 

On the evening of the 18th inst., by the direction 
of the General 1 made a 1 in- 
spection of the Second giment of Infantry, 
which was assembled for that purpose at its armory 
in this city. The inspection was made in the pres- 
ence of Gen. Ducat, Col. Francis Morgan, Chief of 
Artillery, and Lieuts. Collins and Whitehouse, the 
General's personal Aids.

panies did not turn out in as strong force as they 
otherwise would. 

The Colonel being absent, the command of the 
regiment devolved upon Lieut. -Col. James Quirk, 
an able and efficient officer, and to whom great 
credit is due. 

There are field and! staff officers, 7; company 
officers (5 vacancies), 19; total officers, 26. The 
number of enlisted men borne on the company 
rolls is 362, but, as only 300 guns and accoutre- 
ments have been issued to the regiment, I cannot 
count but 300 men as active members, which is an 
average of thirty-seven to eachcompany. The 
men cannot be induced to meet for drill unless 
guns are furnished them. I therefore deduct 
from the total membership of the regiment fifty- 
— which gives for duty 300. Total — 


Present for duty at inspection—Officers, 22; en- 
listed men, 135; total present, 157. A t— 
Officers, 4: enlisted men, 165; total, 169. Total 
strength, 328. 

The drum corps, in charge of Drum-Major 
James Cattlin, numbers twenty-four drummers, 
bat no fifers, and of which fifteen were present at 
inspection. This corps is in splendid shape. The 
Drum- Major is an old soldier and fine musician 
served for several years in the regular and volun- 
teer service. 

Three hundred 1 breech- loading rifies, 
with * scabbards, cartridge-boxes, and 
waist-belte to mateh, have been issued to the 

ment by the State. 

he regiment owns 385 uniforms complete, and 
also owns a very handsome set of accoutrements in 
addition to those issued by the State, and which 
includes cartridge-boxes, belts, and bayonet scab- 
bards. The uniforme, which are very striking and 
handsome, cost about $30 each, and the accoutre- 
ments referred to cost $5. 50 each set. 

The guns and accoutrements are stored in the 
regimental armory. The Drum-Major lives in the 
armory with his family and has charge of the same, 
and I should say the arms and accoutrements are as 
well guarded and looked after as is possible under 
the circumstances. 

The regiment is sadly in debdt, at the present time 
owing about $8,700, wnich indevtedness has been 
almost wholly incurred in purchasing uniforms and 
accoutrements. 

The officers are assessed $1 each month, and the 
enlisted men 50 cents each, which assessment is 
devoted to paying rent of armory, wages of janitor, 
gas and fuel bills, and other nece incidental 
expenses. The regiment pays $1, a year for 
rent of its armory, and all expenses amount to 
about 200 per month, or $2,400 per annum. 

The officers of the regiment have made them- 
selves p@fsonally responsible for the indebtedness 
incurred for uniforms and accoutrements ($8, 700). 
It ie largely due to parties in the City of New York, 
and is a heavy and unjust burden for them tocarry. 
Prompt measures ought to be taken to aid them 
paying of this indebtedness. 

All companies drill once in each week, and Mon- 
y= A are set apart for officers’ and battalion 


The largest companies are E, F, and B, all of 
which have over forty-five uniformed and equipped 
members. The average attendance at company 
drills during the weck, I was informed by company 
officers, was from twenty-eight to thirty-four. 

Under all the circumstances, I was very much 
pleased with the appearance of the 3 at iu - 
spection. The armory was very cold and poorly 
lighted, and it was thought best to dismiss the 
companies as fast as they were inspected, so I had 
no opportunity to judge of the prodciency of the 
regiment in company and battalion movements and 
in the manual of arms. I was informed, however 
the companies are fairly drilled and show marked 
improvement from week to week. I understand 
the regiment has been drilled but little as yet in 
the evolutions of the battalion. In the forms of 
inspection the enlisted men have had, I should 
judge, tittle or no instraction. I have no 
however, that, by the time the regiment is call 
out again for a general inspection, it will show im- 
provement in this —.— 

The officers and soldiers of the Second Regiment 
are of good size and soldierly in their bearing, and, 
with their showy uniforms, handsome cquipments, 
and fine new breech-loading guns, they made a 
very excellent exhibition as the inspecting officers 
passed down the open columns of companies, in- 
specting the dress and general appearance. 

The inspection of the regiment was not a minute 
one for reasons herein stated. It was the first time 
since its organization that I had seen it together, 
and [ must confess to a very pleasant surprise at 
its creditable mA rance. The -officers are young, 
active, and intelligent, and many of them have 
seen service. eld officers were all, I believe, 
in the volunteer service — the late war, and 
were distinguished for their ability and gallantry.

The Drainage Committee, together with the 
— Attorney, and some of the repre- 
sentative parties most interested in the drainage 
of the South Chicago land, met at the Canal &

As the negotiations with the Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne Railway age ge the adoption of the 
ditch within their right of way from the main 
cbannel for the delivery of the water from the 
low lands to the pumping-station had resulted 
in the refusal of the Company to allow such use 
to be made of it, the selection of a new route 
had become necessary, and it is thought that a 
better one than the Fort Wayne ditch has been 
adopted, Those familiar with the topog- 
raphy of; the low basin lying be- 
tween Seventy-ninth street and Stony 
Island will remember that eastward froin 
near Cottage Grove avenue the lowest de- 
pression makes easterly and southeasterly 
toward the Calumet River, from near the in- 
tersection of Eighty-seventh street and Stony 
Island avenue, along the north and east base of 
Stony Island. The Committee, therefore, de- 
cided to adopt Ninety-sixth street as the chan- 
nel from this low basin to the pumping-station,

HAVE EQUAL VALUES. 
At a later day, if currency and coin should re- 
tain equal values, it might become advisable to 
authorize or direct resumption. I beheve the 
time has come when by the simple act of the 
legislative branch of the Government this most 
desirable result can be attained. I am strength- 
ened in this view by the course trade has taken 
in the last two years, and by the strength of 
the credit of the United States at home and 
abroad. 

For the fiscal vear ending June 30, 1876, the ex- 
ports of the United States exceeded the imports 
by $120,213,108, but our exports include 840,500, 
621 of specie and bullion in excess of imports 
of the same commodities. For six months of 
the present fiscal year, from July 1, 1876, to 
Jan. 1, 1877, the excess of exports over imports 
amounted to $17,544,866, and the imports of 
specie and bullion exceeded the exports of 
precious metals by $6,192.147 in the same time. 
The actual excess of exports overimports for the 
six months, exclusive of specie and bullion, 
amounted to $13,737,040, showing for the time 
being the accumulation of specie and ballion in 
the country amounting to 

MORE THAN $6,000,000 
in addition to the national product ef these 
metals for the same period, a total increase of 
gold and silver for six months not far short of 
$60,000,000. It is very evident that unless this 
great increase of precious metals can be utilized 
at home in such way as to make it in some man- 
ner remunerative to holders it must seek a for- 
eign market as surely as would any other prod- 
uct of the soil or manufacture. Any legislation 


which will keep coin and bullion at home will, 


in my judgment, soon 

BRING ABOUT PRACTICAL RESUMPTION, 
and will add the coin of the country to the cir- 
culating medium, thus securing a healthy infla- 
tion of sound currency, to the great advantage 
of every legitimate business interest. 

The act to provide for resumption of specie- 
payments authorized the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to issue bonds of either of the descriptions 
named in the act of Congress approved July 4, 
1870, entitled An act to authorize the refund- 
ing of the national deht,”’ for not less than par 
in gold. With the present value of 4}¢-per-cent 
bonds in the markets of the world they could 
be exchanged at par for gold, thus strengthen- 
ing the Treasury to meet final resumption, and 
to keep the excess of coin over the demand 
pending its permanent use as a circulating me- 
dium at home. All that would further be re- 
quired would be to 
REDUCE THE VOLUME OF LEGAL-TENDER NOTES 
in circulation. To accomplish this, I would 
suggest an act authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue 4 per cent bonds, with forty 
years to run before maturity, to be exchanged 
for legal-tender notes whenever presented in 
sums of $50, or any multiple thereof, the whole 
amount of such bonds, however, not to exceed 
$150,000,000. To increase the home demand for 
such bonds, I would recommend that they be 
available for deposit in the United States Treas- 
ury for banking purposes under the various pro- 
visions of law relating to the National Banks. 

I would suggest further that National Banks 
be required to retain a certain per cent of coin 
interest received by them from bonds deposited 
with the Treasury to secure their circulation. 
I would also recommend the repeal of the third 
section of the joint resolution for the issue of 
silver coin approved July 22, 1879, limiting the 
subsidiary coin and fractional currency to $50,- 
000,000. 

I am satisfied that if Congress will enact 
some such law as will accomplish the end sug- 
gested, they will give relief to the country, in- 
stant in its effect, and for which they will re- 
ceive the gratitude of the whole people.
